AMMAN — His Majesty King Hussein ret- 
urned tft Amman on Friday at the end of 
official visits to the United Nations and the 
United States and a private visit to Britain. 


King Hnssem addressed the 
United Nations General Ass- 
embly on Sept ^ on the occasion 
of the 40th aimhetsary of the 
world body. Later, die king vis- 
ited Washington and mht with 
President Reagan and senior U.S. 
officials. 

In an interview he gave just bef- 
ore his return to Amman, the King 
Warned that it would be a “cat- 
astrophe” if die Middle East pea- 
cemaking process faltered. 

He also said that the British 
government did not bear res- 
ponsibility for the cancellation of 
talks, with a joint Jordaniah- 


PaJestmian delegation, adding 
that the FLO mi gh t be having sec- 
ond thoughts about peace efforts 
because of recent events in the 
Middle East 

In the interview with the 
editor- in -chief of the London- 
based A1 Sbarq A1 Awsai. the 
King said he would, upon arrival 
in Amman, reappraise of die sit- 
uation with Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) Chairman 
Yasser Arafat in order to det- 
ermine “what exactly happened.” 

The King withheld comment on 
die latest developments in the reg- 
ion. including the hijapking-of an 


Italian cruiser by four Palestinians 
and the U.S. hijacking of the Egy- 
ptian airliner that was taking the 
four hijackers to Tunis for trial by 
die FLO. 

The King said he was on a pri- 
vate visit to Scotland when these 
developments occurred, as did the 
sudden breakdown last Monday in 
the planned dialogue with Britain 
by the joint delegation. 

“I have no dear idea and am 
surprised by what happened. 
What I can say is that the rep- 
ercussions are negative for us and 
our cause,” the King said in the 
interview. 

• “The picture is not complete, 
but we have a just cause and we 
should struggle by all means. But 
perhaps we were not successful in 
the right way and at the right 
time.” he said.

Arafat: Feb. 11 
accord stands firm 


RIYADH (AP-R) — Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
Chairman Yasser Arafat was quo- 
ted on Friday as affirming feat the 
Jordanian-PLO accord on joint 
moves towards a Middle East set- 
tlement “will not be affected” by 
recent events. 

Mr. Arafat, who made the sta- 
tement to the Saudi Arabian new- 
spaper Al Sharq AJ AwsaL was 
commenting mainly cm last Mon- 
day’s cancellation of a dialogue 
between a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation and the 
British government “The stands 
of others, be they the United Sta- 
tes or Britain or any other party, 
do not affect at all the joint 
Jordanian -Palestinian accord.” he 
said. 

Mr. Arafat said. “I was not per- 
sonally surprised by Britain’s dec- 
. is ion not to meet wife the two Pal- 
estinians in the joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation in London, 
as basically I was not that opt- 
imistic.” 

The PLO chairman said the 
United States was “no longer just 
biased towards Israel but is in dir- 


ect confrontation wife the PLO.” 
He was commenting in par- 
ticular on the United Nations dec- 
ision not to extend an invitation to 
■him to address the 40th session of 
the General Assembly. 

I Events of the past weeks “have 
proved the determination of the 
.American administration to go 
beyond mere support for Israel’s 
viewpoint and its military cap- 
ability. to turn into a basic adv- 
ersary, and it has to bear the con- 
sequences of that stand.” Mr. Ara- 
fat said. 

He said the Arab World should 
deal with the United States on that 
basis and that if Arab countries 
“cannot boycott Washington pol- 
itically. then at least let it be a 
commercial boycott.” 

In Baghdad on Thursday. Mr. 
Arafat accused Washington of 
complicity in the Israeli air raid in 
PLO headquarters in Tunis. 

He also described the Ocl 1 
raid as a blow at Washington’s fri- 
ends in the Middle East. 

Speaking at a rally of Pal- 
estinians living in Iraq. Mr. Arafat

Shultz calls for ‘solid’ relations 
with Egypt after meeting Peres 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
US. Secretary of State George 
Shultz on Friday called for “solid” 
Egyptian relations with the Uni- 
ted States and Israel as he con- 
cluded a series of high-level talks 
with Israeli Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres. 

Mr. Shultz appeared with Mr. 
Peres at the State Department as 
reverberations of the American 
-hijacking of an Egyptian aircraft 
carrying four alleged hijackers of 
fee AchiUe Lauro continued to 
sour U-S.-Egyptian ties. 

Egypt baa said earlier it had 
broken off talks wife Israel on 


their dispute over Tab a. a strip of 
land iu the Sinai claimed by both 
countries, following Israels' air 
attack on the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) headquarters 
in Tunisia. 

Mr. Shultz fold reporters he and 
Peres had reviewed the Middle 
East peace process and. in an app- 
arent acknowledgement of fee 
strain in Egyptian, relations, 
added: “A fundamental buOdmg 
block in the peace process and the 
reality of the peace process is the 
peace treaty between Israel and 

Egypt- . , 

And we both certainly wish to 


see our relationships with Egypt 
remain solid and be a contribution 
to further developments towards 
peace in the area.” 

Mr. Shultz also said, without 
giving details, that the United Sta- 
tes and Israel had cooperated in 
dealing wife fee Adiille Lauro 
hijacking incident. 

“We observe an increasingly 
worthwhile and systematic ability 
to share ideas, to share tec- 
hniques. to share intelligence, and 
to be able to work effectively as we 
did in this most recent hijacking

U.S. names

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States divulged the ide- 
ntities of suspects in the hijacking 
to Beirut of TWA jetliner as part 
of an effort to mobilise world opi- 
nion against terrorism, a high- 
ranking government official says. 

Stephen S. Trott who heads the 
criminal division of foe Justice 
Department, also said Thursday 
he saw no problem with the dep- 
artment's decision to release the 
names, hut not pictures, of three 
Lebanese Sh Fites. 

The three men are wanted in 
connection .with foe June hij- 
acking. which led to foe murder of 
a U-S. sailor. 

. The force individuals, all cha- 
rged in the United States with air 
piracy and murder, were ide- 
ntified in foe documents as Moh- 
ammad Hamadei. Ali Atwa and 
Hasan Tzz Ad Din. 

The criminal complaint said 
that Mohammad Hamadei also 
goes by foe name of “Ali Ham- 
adi.” or “Castro.” 

It said that Hasan ‘Izz Ad Dm 
also is known as “Said.” And foe 
complaint said Ali Atwa also is 
known as “Boasfim.”

UNIFTL 
gets new 
mandate 


UNITED NATIONS (Agencies) 
— ■ The Security Council has ext- 
ended for a further six months the 
mandate of the U.N. Interim 
Force In Lebanon (UNIFIL). 

The vote on a resolution to keep 
foe force of almost 6,000 men in 
the country until April 19. 1986. 
■was 13 in favour, none against 
with abstentions cast by the Soviet 
Union and Ukraine. It was the 
1 8th renewal of the mandate since 
foe force went to Lebanon in 
March. 1978. 

The Council reiterated “its 
strong support for the territorial 
integrity, sovereignty and ind- 
ependence of Lebanon within its 
internationally recognised bou- 
ndaries." 

In remarks after the vote. Cla- 
ude de Kemo ill aria of France and 
Sir John Thomson of Britain both 
spoke of foe dangerous situation 
in southern Lebanon, where Israel 
maintains a so-called “security 
ZDne.” 

Oleg Troyanovsky of the Soviet 
Union condemned IsraeTs occ- 
upation of Lebanon and asserted 
that foe Israelis spumed U.N. 
demands that they withdraw bec- 
ause they had the support of the 
United States. 

“The United States would do 
well to thmlr about foe fact that 
fo is seriously damages foe prestige 
and effectiveness erf the Cbuncil." 
he said. 

United States Ambassador 
Vernon Walters rejoined that a 
member which did not pay for the 
U.N. peacekeeping force ought 
not to lecture on others' res- 
ponsibilities. 

In his statement. Sir John said it 
was a mistake to believe that no 
harm was being done by Israel's 
policy of maintaining a security 
zone on Lebanese soil. 

“On the contrary, real damage, 
is being done in foe task of res- 
toring peaceful and stable con- 
ditions in southern Lebanon.” he 
said. 

“Opportunities are wasted, 
good will squandered and violent 
extremism encouraged.” 

Replying to the debate. Ben- 
jamin Netanyahu, the Israeli del- 
egate. said his country had no int- 
erest in Lebanon and no territorial 
.claims there. 

Meanwhile Dutch UNIFTL tro- 
ops have begun pulling out after 
six years. U.N. Spokesman Timor 
Goksel reported Friday. 

He said Nepalese and Fijian 
troops of the UNIFIL are taking 
over foe Dutch positions in a sec- 
tor just north of foe Israeli border. 

“The withdrawal is scheduled to 
be completed by OcL 24” Goksel 
told foe Associated Press by tel- 
ephone from UNIFIL hea- 
dquarters in South Lebanon. 

The Dutch have a company- 
sized unit of 150 men in foe 
5.650-men UNIFIL force sent 
into South Lebanon in 1978 to 
supervise the withdrawal of Israeli 
forces who invaded foe region. 

The Dutch government decided 
to withdraw its contingent, red- 
uced in October 1983 from 850 
men. because UNIFIL has so far 
been unable to fulfil its mandate 
by extending its zone of ope- 
rations down to foe Israeli border.* 


Abu Abbas denies part in ship hijack

BELGRADE (R) — Palestinian 
leader Mohammad Abbas. in ah 
interview published Friday, den- 
ied plannin g foe Achille Lauro 
hijacking and said U.S. and Italian 
troops had a tense confrontation 
after foe hijackers' jet was forced 
down in Sicily. 

“My oily involvement with foe 
hijacking was that I was a neg- 
otiator for foe surrender of the 
abductors.” the Zagreb new- 
spaper Vjesnik. quoted him assay- 
ing. It said the interview was given 
last Saturday and wifoeld at Mr. 
Abbas’ request 

Mr. Abbas, head of foe Pal- 
estine Liberation Front (PLF) and 
also known as Abu Abbas, is wan- 
ted in foe United States on charges 
of hostage-taking and piracy. His 
guerrillas commandeered the Ita- 
lian cruise ship last week in the 
eastern Mediterranean and are 
alleged to have murdered an eld- 
erly American passenger. 

Abu Abbas has aboard the 
Egyptair plane carrying foe four 
hijackers that was intercepted and 
forced to land in Sicily last Thu- 
rsday night by U.S. warplanes. 
Abu Abbas said Italian and U.S. 
troops pointed weapons at each' 
other when an American com- 
mander wanted to take charge of 
foe passengers. 

“The American commander 
threatened to use 200 jet fighters. 
500 tanks and nuclear weapons at 
his disposal.” Abu Abbas said. “In 
that tragi-comical situation, we 
proposed forhim to start with nuc- 
lear weapons." 

Abu Abbas’ description app- 
eared to support a CBS news rep- 
ort that said foe soldiers almost 
came to blows when U.S. troops at 
the NATO base tried to put the 
hijackers on a plane to foe united - 
States. 

CBS quoted an unidentified 
.source as saymg foe American 
soldiers let foe Italian troops take 
custody of foe men because “foe 
only alternative was a shoot-out 
with our allies.” 

Italy rejected a VS. extradition 
request aid allowed Abu Abbas 
to leave the country. Hie decision 
strained relations with foe United 
States and brought down foe 
ooalition government of Prime 
Minister Bettino Craxi. 

Abu Abbas arrived in Yug- 
oslavia last Saturday and was rep- 
orted to have left foe country on 
Monday for an undisclosed des- 
tination. 

Yugoslavia, where the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
enjoys diplomatic status. Thu- 
rsday refused to turn Abu Abbas - 
over to foe United States and cal- 
led foe request “legally gro - 
undless." 

Yugoslavia Thursday formally 
rejected as legally groundless a 
United States request for foe det- 
ention and extradition of Abu 
Abbas, a Foreign Mmistry spo- 
kesman said. 

He also said that Yugoslavia 
had officially protested to Was- 
hington about foe circumstances 
of foe visit to Dubrovnik by the 
U.S. aircraft carrier Saratoga. 

The formal rejection of foe ext- 
radition request took foe form of a 
note which Yugoslav Assistant 
Foreign Minister Milan Vares 
handed to American embassy rep- 
resentatives in Belgrade. Foreign 
Ministry Spokesman Zeljko J eg lie 
told a news conference. 


“In considering foe American 
request on detention and ext- 
radition of Mohammad Abbas, 
con tain ed in an American note of 
OcL 12. the Yugoslav competent 
authorities have established that 
foe request is legally groundless." 
he said. 

“Abbas was in transit through 
Yugoslavia fitom Italy.” foe spo- 
kesman said in refusing to com- 
ment on his whereabouts. “Every 
foreign citizens can leave Yug- 
oslavia when and where he ple- 
ases.” 

Mr. JegHc also said Belgrade 
had formally protested to Was- 
hington over foe carrier Sar- 
atoga's docking in Dubrovnik last 
Friday after its planes had int- 
ercepted the Egyptian airliner. 

He said foe Americans had 
undertaken in September, when 
foe Saratoga's call was being arr- 
anged. that foe carrier would not 
take part in military operations 
prior to or after its visit to Yug- 
oslavia. 

“Despite foe assurances and 
contrary to our expectations, foe 
Saratoga anchored in Dubrovnik 
immediately after taking part in 
intercepting foe Egyptian airliner, 
and we have lodged a demarche 
with foe American government,” 
Mr. Jeglic said. 

But he added that he did not 
think foe Yugoslav action would 
“influence or spo 2” relations with 
Washington. 

Yugoslavia’s formal rejection of 
any extradition of foe FTP leader 
followed informal hints that it 
could not comply with foe request 
concerning Adu Abbas. 

The Yugoslavs had to measure 
carefully their position in foe 
Non-Aligned Movement and foe 
Arab World against possible rep- 
ercusskms of a refusal on UJS. 
support for their economic rec- 
overy efforts. 

Mr. Jeglic said Abu Abbas was 
an Executive Committee member 
of foe PLO which Yugoslavia rec- 
ognises as foe sole legitimate rep- 
resentative of foe Palestinians and 
which has diplomatic status here. 

“Yugoslavia has been governed 
in this case by foe same principles 
to which it has always adhered in 
its foreign policy.” Mr. JegHcsaid. 

He denied, in reply to que- 
stions. that Yugoslavia had let 
Washington down and said exc- 
ellent cooperation existed bet- 
ween foe two countries in many 
areas. 

The Reagan administration said 
Wednesday it had hard evidence 
that Abu Abbas was inv- 
olved in foe Achille Lauro hij- 
acking and criticised Italian aut- 
horities for letting him go. 

State Department Spokesman 
Bernard Kalb said U.S. Amb- 
assador to Italy Maxwell Raab del- 
ivered to a high official of foe Ita- 
lian Justice Department a formal 
request for Abu Abbas’ arrest- ■ 
accompanied by “a substantial 
body of evidence” at 6 a.m. on 
Saturday. 

But he said foe Italian aut- 
horities allowed Abu Abbas to fly 
to Yugoslavia in the late aft- 
ernoon. Abu Abbas is believed to 
have gone from there to south 
Yemen. 

U.S. Attorney General Edwin 
Meese told a separate news con- 
ference. “we have hard evidence 
that links him (Abu Abbas) to the 
crime." 


Criticising Italian handling of 
foe matter. Mr. Kalb said, “we bel- 
ieve that if foe competent Italian, 
authorities had concerns reg- 
arding foe sufficiency of our req- 
uesL it was incumbent upon them 
to tell us the nature of men con- 
cern and to prevent Abbas’ dep- 
arture from foeir jurisdiction long 
enough for us to respond no any 
concerns they may have had ” 

Israeli Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres said Friday Israel has evi- 
dence that Abu Abbas’ Palestine 
Liberation Front (PLF) initiated, 
planned and executed foe Achille 
Lauro bracking last week. 

Mr. Peres made foe statement 
on ABCs “Nightline” when 
asked if Israel had any stronger 
evidence than a tape recording it 
released that left Abu Abbas' role 
undear. 

“We don’t have foe slightest 
doubt that the hijacking of the Ita- 
lian ship was initiated, planned 
and executed by the organisation 
which comes under Abu Abbas.” 
Mr. Peres said. 

“He sent arms, apparently from 
Tunisia, to Genoa and I think 
from Genoa they organised foe 
hijacking of foe ship and we have 
sufficient evidence to that effect.” 
Mr. Peres said. 

“Now by the way Abbas is one 
of foe most dangerous killers in 
foe region ” he said. 

Mr. Peres did not say what foe 
evidence was. 

Israel released a tape recording 
Thursday showing foe four hij- 
ackers followed Abu Abbas' order 
to end foe hijacking and to dis- 
close “our objective.” 

Israel has released foe tra- 
nscript of what it called a taped 
conversation between Palestine 
Liberation Front (PLF) leader 
Abu Abbas and the four hijackers 
who seized the Italian cruise ship 
Achille Lauro. 

Gen. Ehud Barak, head of Isr- 
aeli Military Intelligence, has told 
reporters the transcript and other 
evidence showed “Abbas was inv- 
olved up to his neck in foe hij- 
acking.” 

Meanwhile foe Italian News 
Agency (ANSA) quoted doctors 
as saying Thursday Leon Kli- 
nghoffer. foe wheelchair-bound 
American who died aboard the 
hijacked cruise liner Achille 
Lauro. was killed with at least two 
bullets. 

A preliminary examination of 
foe body, brought to Rome Wed- 
nesday after being washed ashore 
in Syria, showed one gunshot 
wound in foe head and another-in 
the chest ANSA quoted foe doc- 
tors as saying. 

A medical team, including an 
American anatomist from a 
NATO base in West Germany, 
was carrying out an autopsy. 

The body of Klinghoffer. 69, 
was formally identified by his dau- 
ghter Isabella in Rome Thursday 
morning, doctors said. ANSA 
quoted them as saying parts of it 
were severely - mutilated, pre- 
sumably by fish. 

The UJS. has said Klinghoffer 
was shot and thrown overboard by 
foe four Palestinians alleged to 
have hijacked foe Italian liner. 

U.S. jets last Thursday forced 
an Egyptian airliner carrying foe 
alleged hijackers to land in Sicily, 
where they were arrested on cha- 
rges of murder. They have denied 
killing Klinghoffer.

King warns of catastrophe

— Mohammad MUhem and Bis- 
hop Elia Khouri — knew in adv- 
ance that they woufd be asked to 
“sign a statement including the 
recognition of the right of Israel to 
secure borders.” the King said. 

“It was no suspicion onthe part 
of Milhem which made him pull 
back', it was perhaps a decision of 
the PLO as a result of the latest 
developments.” the King said. . 

The King said in the interview 
that talk of annulling the Feb. 1 1 
accord between Jordan and the 
PLO was “premature, and was 
remote.” He added that ann- 
ulment would constitute “a cat- 
astrophe." 

"There would be catastrophic 
consequences for the regikra if the 
peace efforts stumbled, or if the 
peace opportunities were thr- 
eatened. taking into consideration 
die continuation of extremism in 
the region on both sides (Arab and 
Israeli).” he warned. 

“If there will be no peace in the 
Middle East, the catastrophe 
would not only involve the region, 
but the entire world.” he added. 

The King expressed “deep dis- 
appointment” at the breakdown 
in the London talks, and said he 
also needed to study the situation. 


"Once more we must tty to cre- 
ate a state of hope, and move for- 
ward.” he said. 

He categorically denied that the 
British government cancelled the 
dialogue because of pressure from 
-the United States. 

King Hussein had conferred in 
Washington on Sept 30 with U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan on the 
Middle East peacemaking process 
and he told AI Sharq AI Awsat 
that he was “not satisfied” with 
tire outcome. 

He did not find, "enough enc- 
ouragement from the American 
administration,” the King said. 

In another part of the extensive 
interview he also said, “I had exp- 
ected the United States to back 
the joint (Jordan-PLO) drive, but 
it has not'’ 

The King praised the Saudi- 
sponsored effort to bring about a 
reconciliation between Jordan 
and Syria, and downplayed the 
differences between Damascus 
and Amman. 

“There are really no problems 
between the two countries, but 
differences only in int- 
erpretations... differences among 
brothers that can be settled.” he 
said. ' 

A first round of talks held under 


the chairmanship of Saudi Crown 
Prince Abdullah in Riyadh in Sep- 
tember had been “very positive 
and very encouraging-’' the King 
said. 

The talks, in which Damascus 
and' Amman are represented by 
their prime ministers, are to res- 
ume in the Saudi capital on Sun- 
day. with unconfirmed reports 
that they might lead to a mini- 
summit to be hosted by King 
Fahd.

Egyptair plane carrying four Pal- 
estinian hijackers and a member' 
of the PLO Executive Committee - 
and forced it to land in Italy.

Al Ra’i: The rich and the poor 

ON WEDNESDAY, world nations observed the fifth anniversary of 
World Food Day. with rich countries happy with their surfeit and 
gluttony and rich supplies, and the poor ones plagued with hunger 
and famine. The anniversary found the big powers spending more 
and more on weapons for destruction, and the poor ones falling 
victims of drought and famine. 

A survey conducted by an American institution revealed that the 
amount of food dumped in garbage trucks in New York alone in one 
day can feed 300.000 people in famine-stricken nations. Other fig- 
ures taken from world statistics give evidence that people in dev- 
eloped nations consume surplus quantities of meat cereals, milk and 
fruit enough to meet the needs of many poor countries in Asia and 
Africa, deprived of the bare minimum required for existence. 

There is no doubt that the rich nations are conducting a policy of 
starving the poor ones through denying them proper means for 
developmg their resources. 

Statistics and reports about world economies speak of hundreds of 
tonnes of food heing dumped away or fed to the fire rather than 
shaping them to poor people in the Third World. 

This situation creates a feeling of dismay and disgust and hears 
serious indications of the shape of things to come. 

The hungry people of the world would not remain content with 
their miserable condition for so long and sooner or later they will rise 
■ in the face of the rich and wrest their food and their right to proper 
living from them. 

The future will witness a struggle for survival between those who 
have plenty and those denied die basics of life. 

Al Dustour: Israeli intransigence 

IN AN interview with British television King Hussein warned of the 
danger that would ensue if current peace efforts failed to find a 
settlement for the Middle East crisis and said that the whole world 
would be faring danger and instability. 

In analysing the situation, in the region, the King said that Israel is 
to blame for escalating tension and creating an atmosphere con- 
ducive to violence. Israel, he said, should give up its intransigence 
and obstina^md-shoukLnot.let.die chance of peace slip away. 

The King also made it dear that the world community bears 
responsibility towards establishing peace in our region and should 
make efforts to stop Israel's escalating the cycle of violence and 
armed confrontation. 

At present, the Middle East region is witnessing an escalation of 
violence aid acts of terrorism on the part of Israel, therefore, the 
King said all peace-loving nations should take steps towards ending 
the conflict and helping the Palestinian people regain their rights to 
their homeland. 


U.S. Middle East 


EVER SINCE the May 17. 1983. 
agreement between Israel and 
Lebanon became defunct even 
before the ink on it was dry, the 
U-S. has scrupulously steered 
dear of the Middle East An area 
that could not be simply classified 
into black and white, the Middle 
East was simply too complex and 
wrought with risks to mess around 
with. Then there were elections. 
Israeli and American, that del-' 
ayed the process another full year. 

At the start of his second term, 
however. Reagan — confident 
that he had the support of the- 
American public — decided to 
give the Middle East a second 
look. This was not unusual; Ame- 
rican presidents in their second 
term almost inevitably seek to 
consolidate historic achievements 
to be remembered by. The time 
seemed right' with a Jordanian- 
Palestinian rapprochement in the 
works and Shimon Peres at the 
head of a “national unity"- gov- 
ernment in Israel. 

Also aware that the time was 
right the Jordanians and Pal- 
estinians made a herculean effort 
to come up with a joint platform 
and go on the peace offensive. At 
that time, last winter, all the ana- 
lysts were wisely nodding their 
heads and saying -that by Sep- 
tember the process would be und- 
erway. September seemed an 
awfully long time off — but here 
we are and the initiative has fallen 
flat on its face. 

Much of die interim was spent 
dallying about finding “acc- 
eptable" Palestinian rep- 
resentatives and debating the fine 
points of process. After the Pal- 
estinians had painstakingly sel- 
ected seven candidates for the 
joint delegation. Israel issued a 


vehement rejection of both tile 
delegates and the process pro- 
posed by the Jordanians. Peres 
tried to patdi up the damage by 
formulating a counter peace plan 
but the effort was transparent, and 
no one took it too seriously. One 
point of that plan was that Israel 
would be ready only to talk with 
Palestmians from die occupied 
territories. In line with this policy. 
Peres later stated that the two Pal- 
estinian delegates from the West 
Bank and Gaza were acceptable to 
Israel. The U.S.. only a degree less 
patronising, said it would accept 
any Palestmians who were tho- 
ughtful. constructive, and “ser- 
iously interested in peace." 

Imagine if the Ui*. placed a sim- 
ilar qualification on Israeli del- 
egates. or if the PLO refused to 
talk to any Israeli who had arrived 
in the country after 1948. The 
uproar would be heard the world 
over. Indeed, the idea is absurd. 
So why should the Palestinians be 
treated this way? Just because 
they have no government to get 
outraged? Yet their government- 
in-absentia. the PLO, is rec- 
ognised by more world countries 
than is Israel. Rightly. -Jordan and 
the PLO stood their ground and 
refused to suggest any additional 
names. 

Beyond the question of who 
(which should never have been an 
issue, given the acrobatics the 
PLO has shown itself willing to 
suhmit to), there is the question of 
how. Israel, again, has refused the 
entire procedure advocated by the 
Jordanians and Palestinians and 
has insisted on negotiations only 
according to its terms: direct tails 
without preconditions or none at 
all. The US. has asserted that it is 
not allowing any country to veto 


Thatcher turns 60, 
hangs on with 
odds stacking 
against her

LONDON — Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher turned 60 this 
week, the age at which British 
-women can draw a pension, det- 
ermined toaitay on to fight for a 
third term but with theoddsslowly 
stacking against her. 

Although even opponents con- 
cede it would be premature to 
write off the lady who in six- 
and-a-half years in office has rep- 
eatedly lived up to a warning that 
she is “not for turning", many say 
she is losing her touch and running 
out of steam. 

At home. Thatcher has been 
dogged by continuing record 
unemployment, a new outbreakof 
city riots and opinion polls which 
show dwindling support for her- 
self and her ruling Conservative 
Party. 

The aura of success which sur- 
rounded her in her earlier years at 
home and abroad has given way to 
a succession of events in which she 
has appeared vulnerable and fal- 
tering. 

A day after her 60th birthday on 
October 13, Thatcher was emb- 
roiled in major embarrassment 
when two members of the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) whom she had invited to 
London as men of peace reneged 
on an undertaking to renounce 
violence. 

A month earlier, Moscow for- 
ced Thatqiier to back off in a spy 
expulsions war. On a wider int- 
ernational stage, her refusal to 
back economic sanctions against 
South Africa has left Britain inc- 
reasingly isolated from its Com- 
monwealth partners. 

There has been little to reassure 
her supporters that she is on cou- 
rse to winning a record third con- 
secutive term, a feat achieved by 
no previous British prime min- 
ister. 

So me analysts bel ieve she needs 
another “Falkland factor” to pull 
off victory in the next election, 
which must be held by 1988. 

Thatcher gained a second term 
on a surge of national pride after 
winning back the Falkland Islands 
from Argentina in 1982. Opp- 
onents say on domestic record 
alone, she would have lost the 
1983 election. 

Domestic politics dominated 
the Conservatives' annual con- 
ference in Blackpool last week but 
despite open criticism from one 
cabinet rebel there were no ind- 
ications she was ready to change 
her economic and sodal policies. 
Indeed, the most striking feature 
was that she bad nothing new to 
offer. 

She signalled determination to 
stick to the austere formula with 
which she has sought to transform 
Britain from the sick man of Eur- 
ope of the 1970s into a leaner, 
tougher nation. 

She has slashed state control 
■over the economy by pursuing 
unashamedly free market ent- 
erprise. boxed in the trade unions 
and forced down inflation — but 


the price has been a threefold inc- 
rease in unemployment and what 
critics say is a growing divide bet- 
ween rich and poor. 

The party faithful gathered in 
Blackpool aware that the number 
of registered jobless has soared 
from 1.2 million to 3.4 million 
since Thatcher took office and 
fearful that they would lose the 
next elections tf unemployment 
did not come down. 

One cabinet member. Energy 
Minister Peter Walker, warned 
that the government was heading 
for political suicide if it remained 
complacent on the job front. 

But Thatcher was resolute, sta- 
ting bluntly that she would not ref- 
late the economy to create more 
jobs. “There is one thing we will 
not do. We will not reflate." she 
said. 

In the absence of change. Tha- 
tcher appeared to be staking her 
political future on two options — 
either that her policies would start 
to put the jobless back to work or 
that she can win a third term even 
if unemployment stays at record 
levels. 

Walker’s onslaugh t marked him 
as a likely candidate to challenge 
Thatcher for the leadership if she 
fails. But the majority of the party, 
appeared ready to stick with the 
prime minister, at least until the 
□ext election. 

Thatcher has made it clear that, 
she has no intention of stepping 
down. The only dent in her resolve ' 
is a softer image. She" does not 
even willingly make concessions 
to her age. 

Two British journalists. Anne 
Spackman and Shelley Gare. have 
charted Thatcher’s endeavours to 
disguise her age and break away 
from her harsh, matronly style. 

“She has had more than a little 
help from a redesign of her hair, 
her makeup, her teeth, and even 
her eyes to contribute to a yooger, 
softer image." they wrote in the 
Sunday Times. 

Among the changes, they listed 
new teeth to straighten out the 
prime minister’s once crooked 
smile, a softer swept-back hai- 
rstyle. and makeup designed to 
give her a less brittle look. 

They said there was debate 
among Thatcher watchers over 
whether she had a “nip and tuck" 
operation to remove loose skin 
from her eyes. 

In addition to toning down her 
voice. Thatcher has also sought to 
convey a softer personal touch by 
allowing the media glimpses of the 
housewife and mother behind the 
politician. 

Television viewers recently saw 
Thatcher boiling a kettle in the 
private kitchen at her official 
Downing Street residence. 

A few days later she expressed 
‘delight at being able to design a 
kitchen for herself at a new home 
she and her husband Denis are 
having builtin London. The ho use 
is due for completion in 1987 but 
Thatcher insists it is not for early 
retirement.

its policies yet despite this it was 
dear to all ooncenred that the U.S. 
did exactly that three weeks ago. 
In an odd about-face Murphy 
came all the way to the Middle 
East to talk to the joint 
JonJanian -Palestinian delegation 
and went home without having 
done so. The reason: Israel's veh- 
ement objection to anything exc- 
ept direct talks. 

Israel is always calling the US. 
an “honest broker.” or an obj- 
ective and appropriate third party 
to monitor negotiations. Yet. 
when the US. tries to consult with 
all the parties to the conflict to feel 
outtheirpositrons (in order to be a 
better third party), Israel cries that 
there is a dangerous shift away 
from objectivity in the US. pos- 
ition. The paradox is clear: Israel 
ts content to call the U^. an “hon- 
est broker'' as long as the U.S. 
sticks to the range of options and 
procedures acceptable to Israel 
The US.. by trying to be both 
“honest broker” in the Middle 
East conflict and “special friend" 
to Israel, dooms its initiatives from 
the start. The contradiction is irr- 
esoluble. The US. cannot be Isr- 
ael's closest ally when neg- 
otiations are not cm the agenda 
and suddenly switch masks when 
time seems right to get things mov- 
ing. The Arabs are not dumb. 

It is precisely this game of mus- 
ical chairs that makes the Pal- 
estinians suspicious of the US. 
They have seen too many ins- 
tances where the U.S. simply 
■submitted to Israeli demands, or 
pretended objectivity while fav- 
ouring Israel. Murphy’s visit to 
Amman is only the latest example 
of such submission. This is why the 
Palestinians insist on an int- 
ernational conference as a forum 


for direct negotiations. They have 
no trust whatsoever in the US. a 
sole mediator, and they want the 
USSR to be an equal partner in 
die talks.as well asother Arab and 
international countries, to balance 
the dout Israel has with the US. 
Incidentally. Gorbachev’s inv- 
igorated foreign policy moves 
would indicate that he has no int- 
ention of letting the USSR stay on 
die sidelines in any major Mideast 
talks, and that will be another fac- 
tor the US. must take into con- 
sideration. 

In this latest round of Mideast 
chess. Israel is dearly afraid and 
on the defensive. For once, the 
Jordanians and Palestinians have 
come forward clearly in pursuit of 
peace, and Israel can no longer 
hide behind that old canard, 
“there’s no one to talk to.” The 
Likud party, for one. is afraid that 
it will be faced with a situation 
where territorial compromise 
might become possible. And they 
would probably risk war — even 
■civil war — to avoid territorial 
compromise. The Labour Party is 
af riad of just such a confrontation, 
which would plunge the country 
into chaos and mean risking (and 
probably losing) their fragile edge 
in the government. The whole 
country, except for a small min- 
ority. is ridden with deep fear that 
they will so mehow have to face the 
Pales tinian problem head-on by 
being forced to talk with the PLO. 

The Israeli government has rec- 
ently gone on a big campaign, both 
at home and abroad, to forestall 
just that possibility. Chief among 
the hyperbole directed overseas 
was Peres’ recent statement that 
file PLO “is an impossible org- 
anisation'' and that Yasser Ara- 
fat's conduct is “contemptible 


beyond words... He is a man of 
double talks and double murder" 
At home, the Knesset has just pas- 
sed a law outlawing individual Isr- 
aeli contacts with PLO members 
—a law which effectively tells die 
world that Israel will not even let 
its citizens explore possibilties of 
peace with the PLO or try to con- 
vince diem to change their pos- 
itions. Next on the agenda k a law 
outlawing any political parties 
who identify with the H-O. And in 
the occupied territories, the cab- 
inet reportedly decided to crack 
down on Palestinian institutions 
that support the PLO. 

This reaction can be seen as a 
kind of panicked scramble to for- 
estall any possibility that the PLO 
might ever receive the status of a 
legitimate partner for peace talks. 
Yet this attitude is inc- 
omprehensible in light of the uni- 
versal truism that peace can only 
be made against enemies. \ou 
cannot talk peace with quislings 
who do not have the clout to imp- 
lement agreements. And the fact 
remains that Yasser Arafat is the 
only man on the Palestinian scene 
today who can effectively sign an 
agreement and make it stick. This 
is precisely why Israel so veh- 
emently tries to discredit Arafat 
by paintinghim as a murderer and 
pom ting to divisions within the 
PLO as “proof' that he doesn’t 
represent anybody. (If this were 
the criterion. Peres would fail as 
well). 

The hysterical claim that the 
PLO only wants “to destroy Isr- 
ael” is a psychological smo- 
kescreen for fear of dealing with 
what the PLO represents: the Pal- 
estinian people as a whole, which 
Israel displaced and must now 
compensate. Not only is Israel not 


repair 


willing to accommodate those - 
people within her 1948 borders 
(the classic nightmare of every 
Israeli), but Israel fc not willing to 
turn the West Bank and Gaza over 
to the Palestinians and let them 
'accommodate their own people 
there. Israel will only consider 
solutions for the current residents 
of the West Bank and Gaza, and 
only ceoain solutions at that. 

The fact is that Arafat has made 
dear over and over again that the 
PLO is ready for peace — through 
his own statements, and through 
emissaries the world over. Arafat 
has announced that he would rec- 
ognise Resolution 242. in effeci 
recognising Israel, in return for 
only U.S. (not even Israefi) rec- 
ognition of the Palestinians right 
to self-determination. Most rec- 
ently. only last week. Arafat off- 
ered to exchange “peace for land" 
and appealed to Israelis to support 
his initiative. What dearer signal 
of peaceful intent could there he? 

Given this constellation of con- 
tradictory forces, the U.S. must 
understand that dabbling in peace 
is worse than staying entirely away 
from ihe area. If the U.S. is not 
seriously totally committed to 
devoting the next two year*, to this 
area, then it had better step down 
right now. Raising expectations

Israelis’ dirty methods of land seizure

WHILE ISRAEL’S economic cri- 
sis and the deteriorating situation 
in the West Bank were the main 
focus of attention here this sum- 
mer. the ever acute question of 
land ownership has also suddenly 
acquired major prominence. The 
financial squeeze served to inc- 
rease the impact of the discovery 
that thousands of Israelis who had 
purchased plots of land in the 
West Bank had been tricked into 
buying land that didn’t exist or. 
whose owners had no idea that it 
had been sold. This almost cer- 
tainly explains the unprecedented 
interest shown over the last two 
months by jurists and journalists 
into the question of land transfers 
in the West Bank. 

For Palestinians, of course, att- 
empts to seize their land, whether 
by force, through land con- 
fi cat bns or by trickery and for- 
gery. are not new. Complaints by 
Palestinian landowners have been 
lodged ever since the occupation 
began, with very few being inv- 
estigated. still fewer reaching the 
courts, and with almost no court 
decision. to return land to Arabs 
having been honoured. What has 
btppened now apparently is that 
with the implementation after 
J9S0 of the liberal land transfer 
policy that was advocated by the 


military government, land tra- 
nsfers have been carried out in 
such huge numbers and forgeries 
have reached such huge pro- 
portions. that the consequences 
could no longer be swept under 
the mat 

The complicated legal situation 
regarding land ownership leaves 
most Palestinians, and landowners 
in rural areas in particular, com- 
pletely dumbfounded. The only 
thing landowners know for sure is 
that when a bulldozer arrives and 
starts moving earth and opening 
up roads, their land has been 
taken. In most cases landowners 
are not aware whether it has been 
seized as a result of confiscation by 
the government for. say. security 
reasons, or as part of the state land 
policy in which all land that is not 
surveyed and registered aut- 
omatically becomes state property 
(most rural areas of the West 
Bank have never been surveyed), 
or as a result of an ownership tra- 
nsfer between someone claiming 
to own the land and an Arab bro- 
ker (sim5ar) or a Jewish con- 
tractor. The iast possibility usually 
bears at least some degree of aut- 
henticity. A greedy settlement 
company looks for a Palestinian 
who owns part of, or whose land is 
dose enough to. the desired plot 
and then trys every way possible to 
make him sell it. by force if nec- 
essary. The Israeli company then 


moves in and starts working on the 
land. When the real owners try to 
protest they are told by the Isr- 
aelis, “We have bought this land" . 
Sometimes the owners try to take 
it to court but are often so ove- 
rcome with shame that a brother 
or neighbour should have sold the 
land that they bite the bullet and 
keep quiet. 

If a landowner does choose to 
protest, the law in the West Bank 
is against him. the burden of proof 
being on the Arab side rather than 
on the Israeli purchasers. The Pal- 
estinian landowner must prove 
that the land is his and that he did 
not sell it This legal requirement 
is further complicated by the fact 
that the general power of att- 
orney! normally valid for five 
years, has now been extended to 
15 years. So if an Arab landowner 
gave a general power of attorney 
to someone 14 years ago that per- 
son can. according to existing law. 
still sell any or ai I of the land to any 
person. And. unlike when the 
West Bank was under Jordanian 
oontrol. land purchases do not 
have to be recorded in a land reg- 
istry office: they can be concluded 
anywhere. 

If and when a legal objection 
does reach court there are imm- 
ense difficulties in getting the pol- 
ice or army to execute a court dec- 
ision. In 1982, a 65-year-old Pal- 
estinian landowner was shot while 


waving a court decision in front of 
settlers coming towards him with a 
bulldozer. In December 1984. 
some 1 5.000 files on disputed land 
rases, many containing valuable 
title deeds, were lost when the 
central Nablus court was burnt 
down in an arson attack. 

The current land scandal broke 
in August when three Israelis were 
remanded in a Tel Aviv court fol- 
lowing complaints by Israeli pur- 
chasers who had been defrauded 
and the discovery of forged land 
documents. An overnight Arab 
millionaire. Mahmoud Odeh. who 
gor rich acting as middle man in 
most of the deals, was also arr- 
eted- He is now negotiating with 
the Israelis to be their chief wit- 
ness in return for iheir granting 
him immunity from prosecution. 
Israeli papers have repeatedly said 
that high-ranking Israeli officials 
are implicated, one halting that a 
nuntoer of Likud ministers were 
among those involved in the for- 
geries. A number of Israeli land 
dealers have now been arrested, 
among th era former officials of the 
Israeli military government and 
two Israeli lawyers. Ariel Sharon's 
former deputy. Michael Dekel. 
has also been questioned. If the 
case continues the way it is going it 
threatens to reach the very top of 
the Israeli government — Middle 
East International. London. 


Worried about Communist advances, 
U.S. sends warning signals to Marcos

WASHINGTON — President 
Reagan's dispatch of Senator Paul 
Laxalt to meet Philippine Pre- 
sident Ferdinand Marcos reflects 
growing U.S. concern that its ally 
faces catastrophe if reforms are 
not taken seriously and imp- 
lemented. according to US. sou- 
rces. 

Laxalt, Reagan’s closest friend 
in the senate and chairman of the 
Republican Party, was del-' 
toerately chosen to deliver what 
has been described as an ext- 
remely blunt warning to ensure 
that Marcos understand "who is 
doing the talking.” a state dep- 
artment spokesman said iast Tue- 
sday. 

State Department embassy and 


congressional officials have said 
for more than a year that Marcos’ 
20-year authoritarian government 
could be brought down by the for- 
ces of a growing Communist ins-, 
urgency, an economic crisis and 
corruption. 

A member of the Houseof Rep- 
resentatives Intelligence Com- 
mittee last week quoted the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency and the 
Defence Intelligence Agency as 
predicting catastrophe if Marcos 
continued in office and reforms 
were not made. 

Staff members of the Senate 
Intelligence Committee are exp- 
ected to produce' a report this 
week that draws similar con- 
clusions. Dawe Halliday. one of 
the aides, told Renters. 

He said he had found the sit- 
uation in the Philippines during an 


official trip last August to be “very 
serious— a little bit more serious 
than I thought going in.” 

But a Senate Republican source 
told Reuters “Marcos has been 
dsmssing" all warnings as the 
complaints of low-level fun- 
ctionaries. 

The White House “figured it 
had to get the message to Marcos 
that Reagan is dead serious about 
this on a persona] leveT by sen- 
ding Laxalt as his emissary, he 
said, adding: “This is a pretty 
major step, a significant step.” 
Representative Stephen Solarz. 
chairman of the House of Rep- 
resentatives Foreign Affairs Sub- 
committee on Asia, said he wel- 
comed Laxalfs trip as the most 
serious manifestation yet of U.S. 
concern. 

But he said be was not opt- 
imistic Marcos could be persuaded 


to make reforms and believed the 
Reagan administration was *' flo- 
undering around.” searching for a 
plan of action on how to deal with 
him. 

US. officials said Laxalt was 
expected to express US. concern 
at the insurgency, the state of the 
economy and the need for free, 
open and contested elections. 

He was expected to press Mar- 
cos to reduce government mon- 
opolies and their attendant cor- 
ruption which had had astultifying 
effect on die nation’s economy, 

Washington also wants to sec a

Scientists speculate ancient worldwide firestorm

NEW YORK — Scientists sty 
they have discovered the first dir- 
ect evidence. 65- million-year-old 
soot, that fire once swept fee 
world and contributed to the mass 
extinctions of dinosaurs and many 
other forms of life. 

' In a report in the journal Sci- 
ence. published recently chemists 
, of the University erf Chicago said 
> fee “surprisingly large amount” of - 
soot appeared to be worldwide 
and could only have been pro- 
duced in flames or hot gases. They 
said it represented fallout from a 
dense smoke cloud that must have 
brought a killing darkness and 
chill to the world. 

From fee soot residue, found in 
ancient sediments, the Chicago 
chemists .theorised that fee fir- 
estorm was ignited by the impact 
of a huge asteroid or comet 

The finrfmffi were seen as fur- 
flier evidence supporting the hyp- 
othesis. advanced six years ago. 
S that an extraterrestrial object 
' struck the Earth with such vio- 
lence 65 mflljan years ago that the 
airborne debris of dust rock and 
vapor cast a pall overfee "world. 

In the darkness, fee theory 
goes, plants withered, grazing 
animals starved and fee predators 
that fed on them became extinct - 
as did more than half of all the 
plant and animal groups. 

The soot discovery mtroduced 
another lethal factor, fire, to fee 
J scenarios of catastrophe. The con- 
flagration set off by die- impact 
probably destroyed much of fee 
world’s Vegetation, fee chemists 
surmised. 


The flames consumed oxygen 
and poisoned the air wife carbon 
monoxide. The smoke, even more 
than fee dust clouds, absorbed 
sunlight and sent temperatures' 
plunging worldwide. 

The scientists also said fee dis- 
covery suggested that nuclear war- 
fare’s wintry effects on dimate 
could be more extensive and dev- 
astating than have been predicted. 

In feeir report, fee team of Chi- 
cago scientists, Wendy S. Wol- 
bach. Dr. Roy S. Lews and Dr. 
Edward Anders, called fee soot 
found in fee sediment at three 
widely separated sites “an ancient 
analogue of the smoke cloud pre- 
dicted for nud ear winter.” 

“It may therefore help det- 
ermine some important par- 
ameters for fee nudear winter cal- 
culations.” they added. 

As often happens in science, fee 
mvestigators were looking for 
somefetng else when they dis- 
covered fee soot. Dr. Anders, a 
professor of chemistry at fee Uni- 
versity of Chicago's Enrico Fermi 
Institute, said in a telephone int- 
erview feat day samples from 
Denmark, Spain and New Zca- 
land were examined for traces of 
noble gases, such as xenon and 
neon, feat could have been res- 
idue of fee impacting meteorite. 

' These samples were from fee 
am? sediments in which geo- 
logists found anomalous amounts 
of i ridium, an dement rare on fee 
surface of fee Earth but more 
abundant in meteorites. 

It was this discovery, since rei- 
nforced by findings at more th&i 
two dozen other sites around fee 
world, feat led Dr. Luis W. Alv- 
arez. a Nobel prizes winning phy- 


sicist at Lawrence Berkeley Lab- 
oratory. and his son. Dr. Walter 
Alvarez, a geologist at fee Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley, 
to their asteroid -impact hyp- 
othesis to explain fee mass ext- 
inctions 65 million years ago. 

"The Alvarezes opened up a 
field.” Dr. Anders said, “and a lot 
of us wanted to get in on fee act” 

But the day did not yield any 
traces erf the noble gases that fee 
chemists were seeking. Instead, in 
dissolving fee material for ana- 


lysis. they found substained amo- 
unts of graphitic carbon, or soot It 
was mainly in fee form of fluffy 
particles less than 40 millionths of 
an inch across. 

Examining the particles under 
an electron microscope. Miss 
Wolbacfa, a chemistry graduate 
student, and Dr. Lewis, a senior 
research associate at fee Fermi 
Institute, along with Dr. Anders, 
determined that the structure of 
fee dusters was characteristic of 
carbon deposited from flames. 


They said it was unlikely that 
fee carbon came from fee met- 
eorite itself, for meteorites do not 
contain feat much carbon, or from 
fee Earth where the impact occ- 
urred. 

Wildfires, the scientists con- 
dud ed. “seem to be the most pla- 
usible source of fee soot layer.” 
Even if fee object hit the ocean, 
the scientists said, the impact 
could ignite fires on continents 
hundreds of miles away, fee result 
of heat radiating from fee exp- 




Ioding fireball and fee expanding 
doud of rock vapor. If fee impact 
happened in the Bering Sea. as 
some geologists have suggested: 
then Europe, Asia and North 
America would have been within 
ignition range. 

The report said. “The 'sur- 
prisingly large amount of soot 
suggests either feat much of fee 
Earth’s vegetation burned down 
or that substantial amounts of fos- 
sil fuels were ignited also” — New 
York Times. 


Geologists say ancient volcanic 
blast probably linked to world winter

WELLINGTON — A massive 
volcanic eruption 250,000 years 
ago shot dust and aril into fee 
atmosphere and probably caused 
a winter like feat expected by 
many scientists to follow anudear 
war. according to New Zealand 
geologists. 

They say ash samples found 
across fee Pacific show fee eru- 
ption from New Zealand’s stil] act- 
ive Tanpo region was likely to 
have been fee reason for a dimafic 
cooling brown to have occurred at 
fee time. 

The New Zealand experts sav 
fee Tanpo eruption was 1 .000 
times greater than fee 1982 exp- 
losion of Mount St. Helms in fee 
United States. 

They estimate it threw out at 


least 1.000 cubic kilometres of 
debris, compared with one cubic 
km from Mount St Helens and six 
to eight cubic km from Krakaioa 
in fee Indonesian archipelago in 
1883. 

“When you put that magnitude 
of materia] into fee atmosphere 
you could create a volcanic win- 
ter,” said Oceanographiclnstitute 
marine geologist Lionel Carter. 

Dust and ash ejected into fee 
atmosphere reflect short-wave 
radiation from fee sun. reducing 
fee amount reaching fee earth's 
surface and lowering tem- 
peratures. 

Scientists are analysing ancient 
ocean-floor samples, seeking con- 
clusive proof linking fee New Zea- 
land eruption wife fee cooling feat 
followed. 

“Core samples drilled from fee 
Pacific Ocean bed and dated by 
’oxygen isotopes showed there was 


a cooling of fee earth’s atm- 
osphere immediately after fee 
eruption.” said Carter. 

“We don’t have final proof yet 
but it seems the two could be fin- 
ked.” 

Carter was reluctant to draw a 
close comparison between nuclear 
and volcanic winters because of 
fee unknown quantities of smoke 
and dust feat would rise into the 
atmosphere after nudear exp- 
losions and the radioactive con- 
tent of fee debris. 

But he said studies of the winter 
which followed New Zealand’s 
mega-eruption at least give hope 
for some form of post-nudear fut- 
ure. 

“The good thing about it was 
that although fee eruption was 

250.000 years ago. the earth has 
recovered and survived.” be said. 

Ash from fee Taupo blast has 
been found to fee south in fee 


sub-Antarctic region, north tow- 
ards Fiji and 10.000 km towards 
South America. 

“Discovery of fee eruption was 
accidental and came together like 
a jigsaw puzzle over fee last two 
years.” said Carter. 

A distinctive ash layer was first 
detected near Rata, in the centre 
of New Zealand's north island. 
Then came further discoveries in 
core samples taken from fee Pac- 
ific Ocean bed northwest and east 
of the New Zealand coast. 

Samples from fee sub-Antarctic 
were supplied by the United Sta- 
tes. 

. New Zealand is in a belt of act- 
ive volcanoes on the margins of 
the Pacific Tectonic Plate. The 
volcanic line extends through 
South America, up to fee Aleutian 
Islands, and down through fee 
Philippines and Indonesia to New 
Zealand. 


Columbus did not 
discover this paradise

SAN PEDRO. Belize— Forsome 
reason shrouded in fee mists of 
time, Christopher Columbus 
never discovered fee golden sands 
of this little strip of America tho- 
ugh he came close in 1502. 

Some say it was fee treacherous 
barrier reef, the longest in fee 
world except for Australia, feat 
put him off. Others believe he had 
heard reports of the strength of 
fee indigenous Maya Indians then 
near the height of their civ- 
ilisation. 

Today, most people in this part 
of Belize are of Maya Indian ori- 
gin or. more often, a mixture of 
Mayan and European pirate 
blood. 

San Pedro, wife 2.000 inh- 
abitants. a couple of sandy streets, 
an airstrip and quite a few bars, 
forms part of Ambergris Caye — 
which means Ambergris Island, 
although it is not really an island. 

Although few local people rea- 
lise it. fee 'island' is a long finger of 
sandbars and palm trees con- 
nected to Mexico’s Yucatan pen- 
sinsufa. But the sandbars are bro- 
ken up by deep carribbean cha- 
nnels and there is no way you can 
get anywhere near Mexico from 
here other than by boat. 

It was in 1492 Columbus, thi- 
nking he bad circled the world and 
arrived at India, discovered what 
were later called fee West Indies. 
Ten years later, he approached 
this strip of land but turned back 
and never landed. 

It was left to a pirate from Sco- 
tland, Peter Wallace, to first brave 
the barrier reef of what was known 
as fee Bay of Honduras and land 
in Belize more than 30 years later. 

Some say the name Belize is a 
corruption of Wallace. 

“Tni 70 per cent Maya Indian. 


the rest is pirate.” says : Miguel, 
barman at fee Someplace Else, 
one of fee most popular bars on 
fee San Pedro beachfront and next 
door to fee seaside Roman Cat- 
holic chapel. 

Like most San Pedrans. Mig- 
uel's mother tongue is Spanish but 
he has learnt English at school and 
fee Creole dialect predominant in 
Belize cm the streets. 

San Pedro is fee centre of a tou- 
rist drive by fee year-old Con- 
servative government of Prime 
Minister Manuel Esquivel. 

Britain's -Jueen Elizabeth 
never made it here during a recent 
tour of Belize, the former British 
Honduras which gained ind- 
ependence from Britain four years 
ago — but apologised by having 
her plane fly low over fee Caye. 
dipping its wings in salute, on its 
way out of Belize City. 

At present, you can gel here 
only by boat or by six-seater air- 
craft from Belize City. 

The Ambergris “Island” is a 
miniature paradise, with perfect 
golden beaches, light turquoise 
water, coconut palms and quaint 
wooden houses. 

On the San Pedro beachfront, 
you can sit sipping a cool beer in 
fee tackle box bar. gazing into fee 
owner’s swimming pool full of 
“pets" — 15 five-fool kiiler sharks 
and a number of terrified -looking 
turtles. 

The pool is close enough to 
dangle your feet in, but nobody 
does. 

“They no hungry, they no eat 
nobody.” says fee poolkeeper. 
21 -year-old Horace Bladen, thr- 
owing fish to fee sharks. “You 
walk in there, they no e3tyou. But 
you jump in quick they don't like 
that” 

“No one is allowed in the 
(shark) pen — by order of the pol- 
ice." says a sign above the pool.

Surgeon cites progress 
with mechanical heart

WASHINGTON — The US. sur- 
geon who has planted four art- 
ificial hearts in human patients 
says rapid advances in technology 
will eventually provide a less exp- 
ensive artificial heart that can be 
used by developing countries. 

Doctor William DeVries, who 
heads fee artificial heart implant 
programme at Humana 
Hospital-Audubon in Louisville, 
Kentucky, spoke to audiences 
abroad on fee U.S. Information 
Agency Woridoet television news 
•conference September 17. The 
Worldnet programme included 
questions from surgeons and car- 
diologists in Buenos Aires. Car- 
acas. Mexico City, San Jose and 
Sao Paulo. 

The U-S. Food and Drug Adm- 
inistration has authorised DeVries 
to perform seven artificial heart 
implants as part of an exp- 
erimental programme. 

DeVries reported that his two 
surviving artificial heart patients. 
53-year-old William Schroeder 
and 59-year-old Murray Haydon, 
are doing well. Schroeder. who 
received his Jarvik-7 ar tificial 
heart last November 25. has left 
fee hospital and is fee longest- 
living human recipient of a mec- 
hanical heart. 

The most recent recipient of a 

g jrmanem artificial heart Jack 
urcham. died on April 24. His 
death was caused by clotted blood 
feat shut off the blood flow to the 
remnants of his natural heart 
Barney Dark, who received the 
first permanent artificial heart 
from DeVries in December 1982. 
died i 12 days after his implant at 
the University of Utah in Salt 
Lake City. 

DeVries told his audience feat 
the medical bill for fee first mec- 
hanical heart implant was about 
$250,000. 

“That’s very, very expensive," 
he said. “The only way we could 
afford to pay for that was to elicit 
help from prominent rich don- 
ors.” 

DeVries said that fee Humana 
Hospital, where he has performed 
hs three most recent artificial 
heart implants, is a large, wealthy 
facility that puts much emphasis 
on research. “So I was allowed to 
perform more operations on pat- 
ients who couldn’t afford to pay 
fee bill themselves.” he said. 


DeVries said feat developing 
countries need to ask themselves 
whether or not they can currently 
afford fee mechanical heart tec- 
hnology. 

“That’s an ethical question that 
I think involves a great deal of dis- 
cussion.'' he said. "You must ask 
yourself fee question is it right to 
pay $250,000 to keep one patient 
alive when you can... treat many, 
many different types of bacterial 
poeumonia in the country or you 
can set up birth defect clinics. 
Each country of fee Third World 
has to decide within themselves 
how appropriate they feel it is to 
get involved in high technology 
versus having a bigger impact by 
treating fee masses." 

DeVries said that once the ina- 
dequacies of fee artificial heart are 
overcome through research and 
experiments, a more reliable and 
less expensive mechanical heart 
will be available for all countries. 

He said the Jarvik-7 artificial 
heart, made mostly of pol- 
yurethane supported on an alu- 
minium base, has withstood over 
four years of continuous machine 
testing to make it smaller, safer 
and more efficient than any other 
mechanical heart. 

The Jarvik-7 heart replaces fee 
lower portions of fee natural 
heart. 

DeV ries said that with advances 
in micro chips and computers, it 
won't be long before an artificial 
heart and its components can be 
miniaturised and fully implanted 
inside the patient's body. 

“The artificial heart now req- 
uires two incisions in the abdomen 
where4he air tubes come out" he 
said. “And the air tubes are about 
fee size of an index finger. Hop- 
efully technology will allow us to 
replace those very soon wife an 
electrical wire and then later to be 
fully implanted. I think that? s wit- 
hin five to ten years from now.” 

DeVries said that a battery- 
driven heart currently is being 
studied at several medical centres 
in the United States and in Europe 
and Japan. 

“I Chink in our lifetime we’H see 
many patients walking around the 
Earth wife mechanical hearts rep- 
lacing their own natural heart 1 ’ he 
said. “But it will take a tre- 
mendous amount of work from 
scientists from all around the 
world to do this.'’

Karpov and Kasparov draw game 17 


MOSCOW (R) — World chess champion Anatoly Karpov and 
challenger Garry Kasparov agreed to a draw after four hours of 
complex play Thursday in the 17th game of their world title 
rematch. One experienced observer called it “the most inc- 
omprehensible game of the match.” Karpov seized an early psy- 
chological initiative with a novel ninth move and play developed 
into a delicate strategic struggle with the champion having an 
advantage in structure and a sounder pawn position. At the end. 
Karpov^ whose game was free from danger in spite of the slight 
disadvantage of the black pieces, looked up and offered Kasparov 
a draw before the 29th move. Kasparov nodded and the players 
signed their sco resheets to signal the end of the battle. 


A weakened Manchester United ;

LUXEMBOURG (R) — Eur- 
opean Industry Commissioner 
Karl-Hemz Narjes Thursday war- 
ned of a price slump in the Eur- 
opean Community (EC) steel 
market unless a decision was 
taken soon oa future production 
controls. 

He was talking to Community 
industry ministers meeting here to 
discuss how to help steel firms 
after present emergency measures 
expire at the end of flits year. 

Mr. Naxjes said the ministers 
must take a dear decision by the 
end of this month on the future of 
maximum output quotas after 
Dec. 31. 

“Otherwise there will be a big 
uncertainty nr the steel market 
"which could lead to a price 
slump.” he said. 

Doubts over what wili replace 
the current scheme could lead 
steel buyers to put off decisions to 
buy steel into the new year and 
depress prices, commission off- 
icials say. 

. But diplomats said that with 
only a few senior minis ters att- 
ending Thursday’s meeting a final 
decision was unlikely in the next 
few days. Ministers would pro- 
bably meet again on Oct 28. 

“There is widespread agr- 
eement that the European steel 
market should return to more fle- 
xibility and liberalisation as soon 
as possible, but a lot erf technical, 
obstacles have to be removed"

West German state secretary for 
economic affairs, told reporters. 

' The minis ters discussed a com- 
mission plan on the organisation 
of the steel market from Jan. 1. 

The plan proposes a three-year 
transition period before the Eur- 
opean steel industry reverts to free 
market conditions. 

Diplomats said all countries 
favoured the plan with varying 
degrees of support" and only Bel- 
gium wanted to extend the exi- 
sting regulatory measures because 
of “urnttable market conditions.” 

West Germany and Britain 
warned that a $3.2 billion cash 
injection for the steel industry in 
six member states approved by the 
commission last July to help trim 
surplus capacity could lead to dis- 
turbances in competition.

Malaysian Trade and Industry 
Minister Tengku Razaleigb Ham- 
zah admitted at a press conference 
no concrete results emerged. 

He said : “We were flirting with 
one another before and only got 
engaged during foe last two days. 
.So it will take time before we get 
■married and produce children.'' 

The proposed investment wor- 
king group has been charged with 
identifying difficulties and rec- 
ommending solutions.

BAGHDAD (AF) — With the recent opening of new 
export outlets, Iraq may have begun exceeding its 
1.2 million baiTel daily OPEC oil quota, forei gn oil 
executives and diplomats say. 


The Baghdad -based sources, 
who refused to be further ide- 
ntified, estimate that Iraq is exp- 
orting about 15 million barrels of 
o3 per day, both to meet foreign 
contractual obligations and to 
rase cash for domestic use and its 
war effort against Iran. 

Under production ceilings set 
by foe Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC). 
Iraq is supposed to hold pro- 
duction to 1 .2 milli on barrels a day 
or less. 

Ironically, foe increase in Iraqi 
crude exports comes as those of its 
war rival. Iran, have dropped in 
foe wake of damaging Iraqi air 
raids on Iran’s main Kharg Island 
oil terminal. 

Gulf oil and shipping experts 
say that damage to Kharg in Aug- 
ust and September initially halved 
Iranian oil exports to about 
750.000 barrels per day. but that 
these have risen of late to about 
1.2 million barrels- Iran’s OPEC 
production quota is 2.3 million 
barrels per day. ■ 

One foreign diplomat estimated 
Iraq’s total export potential at 
about 155 million barrels a day. 
with a third of this capability via a 
new trans-Saudi Arabia pipeline. 

“We strongly believe foey (foe 
Iraqis) are actually exporting this 
much, but there is no way to verify 
this officially unless Iraq or OPEC 
makes an announcement.” he 
said. 

The executives and diplomats 
say that a daily average of 23.000 
barrels of ofl are being transported 
ovedand through Jordan. 500.000 


barrels via foe pipeline through 
Saudi Arabia and just over one 
million barrels via trans-Turkey 
pipelines. 

The OPEC ministerial meeting 
earlier this month in Vienna, Aus- 
tria. refused the requests of Iraq 
and several other, nations for a 
quota increase. The cartel, whose 
13 members have an aggregate 
production limit of 16 million bar- 
rels a day. have been trying to hold 
down die volume of exports to 
bolster flagging market prices. 

Iraq is believed to have wanted 
permission to produce 1.9 million 
barrels daily, or nearly 12 per cent 
of foe cartel's overall total. 

Iraqi Oil Minister Jassem 
Ahmad Taqi. who attended foe 
Vienna meeting, said his nation 
had accepted the 1.2 million bar- 
rel quota set in March 1982. bec- 
ause of foe “physical limits on our 
exports.” 

After the OPEC ministers fai- 
led to act on a quota increase. Mr. 
Taqi said that Iraq would “take all 
the needed measures’' to protect 
its interests and would export oil 
according to its needs. 

Iraq lost the use of its main pons 
on foe Gulf shortly after the out- 
break of foe war with Iran in Sep- 
tember 1980. 

Syria, which has sided with Per- 
sian Iran against Arab Iraq, later 
closed Iraq's trans-Syrian pipeline 
to foe Mediterranean. 

Iraq's oD exports through Jor- 
dan are carried by tanker trucks 
along J.400 kilometres of hig- 
hways to foe Red Sea Port of 
Aqaba. 


Lawson defends policy, 
rejects upheaval forecasts 


LONDON (R) — British Cha- 
ncellor of foe Exchequer (Finance 
Minister) Nigel Lawson Thursday 
said he saw no sign erf a slowdown 
in foe country economy and flatly 
rejected forecasts of major social 
and economic upheaval unless 
there were policy changes. 

Addressing foe Lord Mayor’s, 
annual c&merfor^ie London fin- 
ancial community. Mr. Lawson 
expressed satisfaction with foe 
success of monetary policy red- 
ucing inflation but conceded that 
foe government could not be 
complacent on unemployment. 

An all-party House of Lords 
committee report released earlier 
concluded that Britain would be in 
crisis once North Sea oil began to 
run out from 1990 if its man- 
ufacturing industry were not rev- 
ived. 

“Anyone who fails to rec- 
ognise that British industry as a 
whole, for all its problems, is in a 
healthier state today than it 
was six years ago is simply not liv- 
ing in foe real world,” Mr. Lawson 
said. 

“The government therefore 
wholly rejects foe mixture of spe- 
cial pleading dressed up as ana- 
lysis aid assertion masquerading- 


as evidence which leads the com- 
mittee to its doomladen con- 
clusion.” he added. 

Mr. Lawson said pundits had 
foreseen economic slowdown for 
foe past three years, in which 
growth occurred at an average 
rate of three percent.’ “I suppose 
if foey go on long enough, they are 
bound to be right eventually. But I 
see no sign of it yet" he said. 

He said foe essence of gov- 
ernment efforts to guide the eco- 
nomy through controlling mon- 
etary supply remained unchanged. 

Britain's annual rate of inflation 
dipped to 5.9 per cent last month 
from 6-2 per cent in August and 
■Mr. Lawson repeated his pre- 
diction that it would fall to about 
five per oent by the end of 1 985 
and below four per oent by foe 
middle of next year. 

However. British une- 
mployment rose to a record 3.34 
million in September, or i 3.8 per 
cent of foe workforce. 

Mr. Lawson attributed foe rise 
to rapid growth in productivity, 
particularly in manufacturing ind- 
ustry. and to a rise in foe number 
of people entering foe labour 
force, factors which he said would 
benefit foe economy.

S. Africa, ignoring world 


pleas, hangs black poet 


PRETORIA (Agencies) — Ignoring world-wide 
pleas for clemency. Sooth Africa Friday executed 
black poet Benj amin Moloise while his mother acc- 
used the white minority government of extreme cru- 
elly. 


The 28 -year-old Moloise was 
hanged at Pretoria Prison for the 
1982 murder of security pol- 
iceman Philiipus Selepe. 

The government ignored calls 
from overseas, including the U.N. 
Security Council and me British 
government, to reprieve Moloise. 

"I did not expect this gov- 
ernment would be so cruel. This is 
a really really cruel government,” 
M amilc e Moloise. the hanged 
man’s mother, said choking with 
emotion. 

Among a small group of blacks 
gathered outside the prison was 
'Winnie Mandela, wife of jailed 
black nationalist leader Nelson 
Mandela. 

A large contingent of reporters 
was kept away from the prison by 
police with dogs guarding a gains t 
protest and violence. 

F ulfilling her son's last wish, 
Mamike Moloise led a group of 
supporters in smgmg Nkosi Sflcele 
Arnica, the blade aberation ant- 
hem. as he was hanged at 7.00 am 
(0500 GMT). 

She said later she had initially 
been refused entry to die jail but 
was eventually allowed to see the 
coffin but not her son's body. 

Moloise’s lawyer Presdlla Jana, 
who mounted- a desperate cam- 
paign for a re-trial that was rej- 
ected by President P.W. Botha, 
said the executed man would be 
buried in a state cemetery but no 
date has been fixed for the funeral. 

W innie Mandela, a banned per- 
son who may not be quoted in 
South Africa for heropposttion to 
fee authorities, held bands with 
Marina Bockel. wife of the French 


cultural attache, outside the pri- 
son gate. 

“I have just come to mourn.” 
said Mandela, a blade leader in her 
own right who was banished to a 
remote farming town over eight 
years ago. 

She came to live in Joh- 
annesburg’s black township of 
Soweto after her house in the 
Orange Free State town of Bra- 
ndfort was burnt down several 
months ago. 

Moloise had said he planned to 
walk to the gallows singing a black 
liberation song, but no witnesses 
were available to give an account 
of his last moments. 

He initially denied any inv- 
olvement in the murder at the 
Mamelodi township near Pretoria, 
but later said he was acting under 
threats from the African National 
Congress (ANC) guerrilla group, 
fighting for black majority rule in 
South Africa. 

In August the supreme court 
granted a stay of execution for Mr. 
Botha to examine whether a re- 
trial should be ordered, but the 
request was rejected last Monday. 

Nobel Peace Luareate Bishop 
Desmond Tutu Thursday night 
joined those seekmg clemency lor 
Moloise. His appeal at a rally in 
Cape Town was followed by unr- 
est as hundreds of blade youths 
ran from the meeting, smashing 
diop windows in a white suburb. 

Tutu had told the gathering he 
had been deeply inqpressed at a 
recent meeting in London by 
ANC leader Oliver Tambo. living 
in exile in Zambia. 

In 1 Jiiah die ANC had said 


feat if Moloise was executed, his 
death would be avenged “in every 
comer of our land.” 

Bidding farewell to Moloise. an 
ANC statement Thursday night 
said: ‘To our hero we say 
“Hamha Kahle" (go in peace).

Police Friday reported ext- 
ensive overnight violence, mainly 
in die Cape Town area where a 
coloured (mixed-race) man was 
shot dead by" police returning fire 
at protesters who seriously wou- 
nded a white policeman.

At another coloured township, 
two other policemen were slightly 
injured when their vehicle was 
stoned.

Mr. Fabius. a strong opponent 
of apartheid, staged his protest 
after South Africa ignored rep- 
eated appeals from his gov- 
ernment to spare the life of Mol- 
oise. 

“This is an execution which 
shows flagrant disregard for 
human rights by the racist regime 
of Pretoria.” Mr. Fabius said, sta- 


in Oslo, five Nordic nations 
condemned the execution, saying 
it would lead to further bloodshed 
in South Africa. 

The foreign ministers of Swe- 
den. Denmark. Finland. Norway 
and Iceland, meeting to discuss 
tighter sanctions against Pretoria, 
said the hanging showed it was 
vital to apply further pressure to 
end apartheid. 

In Bonn, the West German 
government condemned fee han- 
ging and said it would damage 
chances for peaceful reform of the 
apartheid system ’ of white- 
dominated racial segregation. 

In London. Britain's opposition 
parties denouned the execution 
Friday of the black South African 
poet. One legislator accused Pre- 
toria’s white- minority gov- 
ernment of “pitting in the face of 
world opinion.”

lacing it wife a military advisory 
council of lower-ranking officers 
reporting directly to fee president 

Mr. Sims said Mr. Weinberger

Greenpeace ends Mururoa protest 


PAPEETE. Tahiti (R) — Tbe 
anti-nudear protest ship Gre- 
enpeace has IdFt Rrtynesia. ending 
a two-week confrontation wife' 
French authorities hut wife both 
sides drawing some comfort from 
fee campaign. 

France had fielded a formidable 
array of military, judicial and 
media weaponry to deter fee eco- 
logists from any spectacular action 
against fee top-secret nudear test 
site at Mururoa atoll. 

But in fee end it was a mec- 
hanical break-down on fee 60- 
metre ocean-going tug that bro- 
ught a premature end to its protest 
campaign. 

In a final ironic message Thu- 
rsday thanking the French for 
their “cooperation." Greenpeace 
Skipper Jonathan Castle said his 
engineers had made temporary 
repairs to a defective power unit 


and that the ilagsbqp was leaving 
Tahiti and returning to New Zea- 
land. 

The decision was seen as an 
admission that fee French had for- 
ced a stalemate in their game of 
maritime chess, played wife verve 
and skQE by both sides on a vast 
board in fee South Pacific. 

The resultant honourable draw 
appeared to be mutually acc- 
eptable. 

As the ship, which had been 
banned from territorial waters 
throughout Polynesia, sailed 
away. Greenpeace spokesman 
Gerd LeipoJd told Reuters: 
“Never before has there been such . 
a focus of attention on fee testing 
at Mururoa. If we achieved not- 
hing else, we at least achieved 
that.” 

French High Commissioner 
Bernard Gerard said his primary 


concent had been to ensure there 
were no serious incidents. 

The protest was originally due 
to have been led by fee Gre- 
enpeace ship. Rainbow Warrior. 
The scandal over its sabotage by 
French agents in Auckland Har- 
bour last July forced fee res- 
ignation of French Defence Min- 
ister Charles Hemu aid fee sac- 
king of fee secret service chief 
Adm. Pierre Lacoste. 

Throughout the campaign, Gre- 
enpeace and its flotilla erf yachts 
were shadowed by French war- 
ships to prevent them from ent- 
ering a 12- mile forbidden Tone 
around the remote nudear atoll 

But French officials believe the 
determining factor may have been 
their warning that feey had fee 
legal right to seize fee Greenpeace 
if it launched high-speed dinghies 
on raids against Mururoa. 
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French writer wins 
Nobel Literature Prize 


SALSES. France (R) — The 
award of fee 1985 Nobel Lit- 
erature Prize to rcdcsivc novelist 
Claude Simon, the first Fre- 
nchman to be selected since 
Jcan-Paul Sartre refused it in 
1964. has thrown the spotlight on 
a writer whose works are littfe- 
known even in his own country. 

Mr. Simon helped found fee 
New Novel Movement in fee 
1950s wife compatriots Mkirel 
Butor. Nathalie Sarrautc and 
Alain Robbe-Grfilet. producing 
impressionistic books wife a dis- 
jointed style that owed much to 
cinema and the visual arts. 

“The traditional concept of a 
novel was somewhat threadbare.” 
fee 72-year-old Simon told rep- 
orters outside his home in this sou- 
thern French town after hearing of 
the award. 

“We founded ... what some 
people have called a movement, 
the New Novel, which is in fact 
merely a rejection of a concept of 
fee novel in its traditional form 
which has become a little stale.” 
he said. 

He said fee award, worth about 
$224,000. had been sax agreeable 
surprise, although his name had 
been put forward several times. 

Lars Gyflensten. secretary of 


fee Swedish Academy, who ann- 
ounced the award , sail all Simon’s 
works were considered, hut his 
latest novel Les Georgiques. was 
regarded as one of his most imp- 
ortant books. 

The book deals with Simon's 
■experiences in fee 1956-39 Spa- 
nish Civil War in which he fought 
for the Republican government 
against fee forces of Francisco 
Franco. . 


He was bom in the former 
French colony of Madagascar in 
1913 and hs first novel. Le Tri- 
cheur (the cheat) was begun bef- 
ore fee World War II. It was not 
published until 1945. 

He h as written 12 novels since 
then, dividing his time between 
writing and wine -producing, -but 
did not catch the public's attention 
until fee publication of La Route 
Des Randies (the road to Fla- 
nders) in 1961. 

The Swedish Academy said that 
Mr. Simon’s novels had common 
feemes of cruelty, violence and 
absurdity contrasted with ele- 
ments of tenderness and loyalty of 
devotion to work and duty. 

He w31 receive his award from 
Sweden's King Carl Gustaf in Sto- 
ckholm on Dec. 10.

Filipino rebels threaten 


war against government 


GENERAL SANTOS, Phi- 
lippines (R) — Muslim guerrilla 
leader, fee elusive “‘Chairman 
Maestro,” vowed to rekindle a 
bloody separatist rebellion unless 
President Ferdinand Marcos kept 
promises to allow Muslim aut- 
onomy. 

In a rare interview in his mou- 
ntain hideout, Guian-Naetn Pel 
angking. regional chairman of fee 
Moro Islamic Liberation Front 
(MILF). told Reuters the rebel 
leaders felt betrayed because fee 
pledges made in 1976 in Tripoli 
had not been met 

The agreement signed in Libya 
called for merging 13 provinces in 
fee southern Philippines into a 
single Muslim" autonomous reg- 
ion. 

It effectively ended a sec- 
essionist war launched by Muslims 
— “Mores” — on Mindanao Isl- 
and, where Communist guerrillas 
are now firmly entrenched in some 
pockets. Some 300.000 people, 
including soldiers and Moro reb- 
els, died in fee pcmflicl 


“Moro people will go to war 
after 1 985 because Marcos has not 
complied wife fee agreement.” 
said Pelangking, 39. a .45-calibre 
pistol tucked in his waist 
“In 1 980. we gave Marcos five 
years to implement the Tripoli 
agreement and since then we have 
tried* to minimise confrontation 
with the militaiy.’' Pelangking 
said. 


“We concentrated on training 
our troops and it seems they will 
have to go into battle after alL” he 
said. 

A renewal of Muslim guerrilla 
conflict would be a further blow to 
the Marcos government which has 
been engaged in battling a 16- 
year-old but growing insurgency 
by Communist New Peoples* 
Army (NPA) forces. 

Some 4.000 people have been 
killed in this year alone in battles 
between government security for- 
ces and NPA guerrillas who ope- 
rate widely throughout fee arc- 
hipelago. 


Typhoon causes floods 
in central Philippines 


MANILA (R) — Typhoon Dot hit 
fee centra] Philippines wife winds 
gusting at 240 kilometres an hour 
Friday, blowing roofs off houses, 
causing Safe floods and shutting 
down a power station, officials 
said. 

Ail incoming and outgoing 
domestic flights into Manila air- 
port were cancelled and some int- 
ernational flights diverted toother 
airfields. Schools and fee Manila 
Stock Exchange were dosed, but 
government and some private off- 
ices stayed open. 

The number three signal, fee 
highest storm warning, was hoi- 
sted over Manila and other areas 
on Luzon Island. 

The weather bureau said it was 
the strongest typhoon to threaten 
fee archipelago since typhoon Ike. 
wife wind gusts recorded at 275 
kilometres an hour, hit fee sou- 
thern Philippines in September 
1984, killing at least 900. 

Scores of families were eva- 


cuated from coastal areas of Leg- 
aspi, as swirling floodwaters cov- 
ered a local highway and a power 
station was shut down. Strrxm 
whipping winds blew away roofs 
of many booses. 

Weather bureau officials said 
typhoon Dot. known locally as 
Saling. would whip up huge tidal 
waves and all ships had been adv- 
ised that coastal waters would be 
rough and dangerous for all kinds 
of vessels. 


Manila aiiport officials said 
they had cancelled 15 domestic 
flights and planned to divert to 
Cebu two flights coming in later 
Friday from Jakarta aid Sydney. 

All flights scheduled to leave or 
arrive in Manila after 4 p.m. ( 1 000 
GMT) have been cancelled, an 
airport official said.

Nicaraguan opposition criticises civil rights suspension 


MANAGUA (R) — Nicaragua's 
biggest opposition group has cri- 
ticised the government for sus- 
pending civil rights and fee 
Roman Catholic Church dem- 
anded that police end their occ- 
upation of a Catholic magazine's 
offices. 

The Democratic Coordinator 
alliance said in a statement feat 
the government's action on Tue- 
sday would radicalise the war aga- 
inst U^. -backed rebels. 

President Daniel Ortega sus- 
pended a wide range of rights, 
notably those of indiWdua/ liberty, 
freedom of expression and fre- 
edom of movement, to counter 
what it called a growing threat 
from the right-wing rebels. 

Police also occupied the offices 
of fee Catholic magazine La Igl- 
esia and seized copies of fee mag- 
azine. 

Cardinal Miguel Obando Bravo 
.said Thursday fee occupation was 
persecution of the church and 
demanded feat it be ended. He 
said the magazine dealt only with 
church matters. 

A government statement said 
Mr. Ortega had cancelled a pla- 
nned visit to several U.S. states 
because he had not been granted a 
visa in time. The tour would have 
followed a speech he is due to give 
at the United Nations in New 
York. 

Meanwhile leaders of the 
U-S.-backcd Nicaraguan rebel 


alliance admitted Thursday their 
forces had been guilty, of human 
rights violating in fighting fee lef- 
tist Sandinist government and 
announced steps to curb abuses. 

“We are aware there have been 
excesses in the heat of battle by 
our forces." said Arturo Cruz, a 
former presidential candidate and 
now a political leader of the Uni- 
ted Democratic Opposition 
(UNO), a rebel alliance formed 
four months ago. 

“It is important to eliminate fee 
most frequent violations of human 
rights (among fee rebels) and 
feat is fee execution of prisoners, 
whether military or civilian.” he 
told a news conference. 

Leaders of the Nicaraguan reb- 
els. or“Contras”. have previously 
avoided comment on reports of 
human rights abuses. 

But. along with Adolfo Caiero. 
head of fee U.S.-backed Nic- 
araguan Democratic Force 
(FDN). and Alfonso Robelo. lea- 
der of a smaller rebel group. Mr. 
Cruz said UNO was now “int- 
erested in enhancing the image of 
the rebel troops." 

He said UNO had formulated a 
code of conduct setting out com- 
bat rales which would be dis- 
tributed to each member of fee 
rebel force that Caiero said num- 
bered 20.000 fighters. 

Mr. Cruz said a special human 
rights supervisor would soon be 
appointed to “monitor fee beh- 


aviour of the rebel forces’*, inv- 
estigate any abuses and report 
back to UNO. 

In addition, he said. UNO was’ 
contacting international human 
rights groups to ask them to join 
the monitoring effort. 

The rebel leaders would give no 
specific examples of Contra abu- 
ses but Caiero described fee inc- 
idents as isolated and ended feat 
there had “ever been systematic 
violations of human rights" by 
rebel troops. 

Caiero. commenting on Pre- 
sident Daniel Ortega's suspension 
on Tuesday of a wide range of dvfl 
rights in Nicaragua, said fee mea- 
sures were “directed mostly aga- 
inst the Catholic Church and per- 
sonalty against (Managua’s) Car- 
dinal Miguel Obando Y Bravo." 

Nicaragua’s conservative 
Roman Catholic hierarchy has 
been an outspoken critic of fee 
Sandinists since.! 979. 

Caiero called the moves"a“veiy 
serious step in fee consolidation of 
totalitarian power in Nicaragua.” 

Nicaragua has cut aid to gue- 
rrillas in El Salvador and begun 
turning attention to major pro- 
blems of dissent at home, acc- 
ording to Reagan administration 
officials. v 

But Nicaragua is still providing 
a haven and training facilities for 
international terrorist groups and 
is steadfiy building its military for- 
ces far beyond defensive needs. 


the officials told Reuters. 

Washington Wednesday’. con- 
demned the suspension by Man- 
agua of a wide range of civil rights 
— including a ban on public mee- 
tings and the right to strike — as 
“a further step toward imposing a 
totalitarian regime.” 

Administration officials who 
asked not to be identified told 
Reuters fee crackdown seemed to 
be part of a plan to stifle internal 
dissent and buy time to cope wife 
growing right-wing rebel ins- 
urgency and shortages of con- 
sumer goods. 

“We hear of major complaints 
from fee Communist guerrillas in 
El Salvador of slowing support in 
medicine, clothing and other items 
from Nica ragua," one official said. 

“The fact is that items such as 
medicine are needed at home. and. 
fee support for Salvadorean gue- 
rrillas has obviously taken a back 
seat to internal problems.” he 
said., 

“Managua seems to have slo- 
wed fee export of revolution in 
recent months." said another off- 
icial. “Tbe threat has lessened to 
El Salvador, at least for now.” 

But officials said fee turn inw- 
ard had not lessened Nicaragua’s 
military buildup vift fee help of 
the Soviet Union and feat fee cra- 
ckdown would put heavy pressure 
on fee conservative Catholic 
Church hierarchy. 

."From almost 100 per cent of 


fee population who supported the 
Sand in is ta revolution which ove- 
rthrew Somoza, a poll taken by the 
'church shows fee figure has dro- 
pped dramatically in fee fast two 
years.” one senior administration 
official said. 

Officials said fee migh t of fee 
small Central American nation 
had swollen to 62.000 militia and 
active reserves. 110 Soviet-made 
T-55 tanks, 30 PT-76 armoured 
vehicles, a dozen MI-8 Hip hel- 
icopters and 6 MI-24 hind attack 
helicopters. 

But the buildup has not det- 
erred a growing anti-Sandinista 
military movement in the country, 
officiate said. 

They said that right-wing “Con- 
tra” guerrillas in Nicaragua were 
drawing more recruits than they 
could handle and that fee imp- 
roved human rights situation in El 
Salvador had been left-wing gue- 
rrilla forces there drop from 
1 1 .000 last year to some 7.500.
